ALABAMA NOW 
LEADING BEEF 
GROWING STATE 


MONTGOMERY—Alabama is 
now one of the nation’s fastest 
growing beef cattle producing 
states, Mortimer H. Jordan, 
Birmingham, President of the 
Alabama Cattlesmen’s Associa- 
tion, said in revealing the State 
now has nearly a million and 
a quarter head of beef cattle. 

“Beef cattle’, Jordan contin- 
ued, “is now one of Alabama's 
major agricultural crops, with 
casn receipts bringing more 
than 55 million dollars an- 
nually into the State, as com- 
pared to only 742 million dil- 
lars in 1940.” "2 

18th In Nation 

Presently there are 1,175,000 
head of beef cattle on Alaba- 
ma’s fine pastures, ranking the 
State 18th in the nation, 4th 
in the Southeast and 6th in 
states east of the Mississippi. 
There are only 24 other states 
which boast a total beef cattle 
count of more than a million 
head, Jordan added. 

Alabam’s growth in beef cat- 
tle production is clearly reflect- 
ed in the number of stockyards 
operating within the State. A 
hundred today comparea vith 
only 14 in 1940, and the sarg- 
est livesto2:: market east of 
Fort Worth ana South of the 
Ohio River is in Alabama at 
Montgomery, the Alabama Cat- 
tlemen’s Association president 
Said.

ASKED TO PAY 
FOR INJURIES 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sioner’s Court convened Mon- 
day, July 22, in Elba with chair- 
man J, O. English presiding 
and Commissioners Whitman, 
Tindol, Brown and Bowden 
present. The following  busi- 
ness was transacted: 

Sam or G. S. Kelley came be- 
fore the Court in the interest 
of claim for damages he sus- 
tained while working for Cof- 
fee County in District No. One, 
which claim had been denied, 
December, 1942, by the Com- 
missioners’ Court. 

Attorney J. C. Fleming was 
instructed to write Mr. Eager- 
ton, Chief Examiner of Public 
Accounts, to ascertain whether 
the claim or any part of it 
should be legally paid by the 
present Commissioner’s Court. 

Two bids were received for 
piling one from the Coppers 
Co., the other from T. R. Miller 
Co, of Brewton. 

Resolution was adopted re- 
questing the State Highway 
Department to transfer the 
$190,000 or the amount accu- 
mulated to the credit of the 
Coffee County Depository. The 
Enterprise Banking Co., to be 
invested in Government Bonds 
or other securities, in order 
that the county may draw in- 
terest on said funds. Resolut- 
ion carries the provision that 
the funds be kept in an amount 
necessary to pay off said loan 
which warrants were sold by 
the county during 1953.

Suggests Tips For 
Television Viewing 


Since so many people are en- 
joying television these days, 
home agent Mamie Mathews, 
makes the following suggest- 
ions about the lights for tele- 
vision viewing. It is a mistake 
to darken the room for televis- 
ion as for a movie because the 
television screen is both brigh- 
ter and smaller than a movie 
screen. Strong contrast between 
a bright television tube and 
dark surrounding areas cause 
eye strain and fatigue. 

We should maintain balan- 
ced lighting in the room. This 
can be done by using lamps to 
give general lighting. These 
may be turned +o jow or med- 
ium if they are three-way lizht 
bulbs, 

Me should avcid placing the 
lamps so that they are reflect- 
ed from the sereer back into 
our eyes. We could sit in vary- 
ing positions in the room and 
check. If we can sev the lighted 
lamps reflected on the darken- 
ec screen, that came brigiit- 
ness will remain as an anncy- 
eure when the set is on. After 
this check we can rearrange 
the lamps or the viewing yo- 
sitions to avoid conflicts. 

A 15 or 25 watt bulb behind 
the set lightens the area e- 
r~ ud the screen, making view- 
ing more comfortabie.

‘They Fathered The Steel Industry

Were it not for two inventive geniuses—an American, and 
an Englishman—the “Steel Age” might not have begun a 


century ago. 


_ While steel had been made in small quantities since an- 
cient times, the inventions of William Kelly of the Uni- 


ted States, and Sir Henry 
Bessemer of England made 
it possible to produce large 
tonnages of steel speedily and 
economically, 
* It was Kelly and Bessemer 
‘—thousands of miles apart— 
‘who developed almost simul- 
‘taneously the process of blow- 
‘ing air through molten iron 
to remove certain impurities. 
Although the English metal: 
lurgist Bessemer was honored 
‘by having the steelmaking 
process natned after him, it 
is generally conceded that 
William Kelly, a native of 
Pittsburgh who moved to Ken- 
tucky, conceived the idea in 
1847. A good researcher, 
Kelly was a poor businessman 
and neglected to patent his 
process. 
Bessemer, who had received 
his English patent on the pro- 
| cess in 1855, applied for and 
‘obtained his American patent 
rights in 1856. As soon as 
| Kelly learned of the Bessemer 
patents he filed a claim of 
priority of invention. In 1857 
Kelly was granted a patent 
on the process after demon- 
strating the priority of his 


claim to the satisfaction of the 
U. S. Commissioner. Further 
evidence of the validity of 
Kelly’s claim came when both 
the patents ran out in 1870. 
Kelly’s ‘patent was extended 
and Bessemer’s U. S. patent 
was denied. 

The Bessemer converter 
was slow in being introduced, 
but once it was put to use its 
tremendous impact on steel- 
making was quickly evident. 
Where only about 3,000 tons 
of steel was made by the 
Bessemer process in 1867, by 
1888, the year Kelly died, 
production by this process 
was nearly 3,000,000 tons a 
year. 

Invention of the Bessemer 
converter process had a pro: 
nounced effect on life in our 
country. As the steel industry 
grew, so grew agriculture, 
manufacturing, transpurta- 
tion, construction, communi- 
cations and the other elements 
of our industrial life. It might 
be said that here in America 
the Kelly-Bessemer process 
became the key for opening 
‘a new and better life for all 
of us.

School Income Up 

In the present State fiscal 
year, from Oct. 1) 1656, through 
June 30 this year, the State 
sales tax, earmarked for schools 
has already realized $50,264,195 
compared with the $48,160,214 
received from this source in the 
Same period during the 1955-56 
fiscal year, an increase of 4.75 
per cent. 

The State tobacco tax shows 
an increase over the same com- 
parative nine-months period 
from $7,451,083 (1955-56) to $7, 
879,679 (1956-57) Tobacco taxes 
also go to the support of Ala- 
bama’s public schools. 

State gasoline taxes, ear- 
marked for road programs, has 
already this year jumped to $45, 
736,645 compared with the $44, 
376,084 collected between Oct. 
1, 1955 and June 30, 1956, a 3 
per cent increase, 

Lodging Tax Grows 

The new State lodgings tax, 
voted by the 1955 State Legis- 
lature, is also growing. This 
revenue is earmarked for old 
age pensions. In the first nine 
months of the 1955-56 State 
fiscal year, this tax produced 
$327,607. In the first nine mon- 
ths of this financial year, the 
tax has brought in $373,887. 

Though the figures are not 
yet available, it is confidently 
expected that income from the 
State Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol Board will easily attain an 
all-time record when compiled 
and published. 

The State Pensions and Se- 
curity Department depends 
heavily on ABC profits for its 
programs for old age, depend- 
ent children and the disabled. 

These sales, gasoline, cigar- 
ette, and lodging taxes, and 
ABC profits are among those 
most substantially contributed 
to by the travelling and tour- 
ing public, and general high- 
way users.

Committee for the Hoover Re- 
port, said today. 

“Southern citizens are mov- 
ing to the forefront in the 
drive for greater efficiency and 
economy in the Federal Govy- 
ernment,” Mr. Haskell declared. 
“Their active interest has en-~ 
couraged their Members of 
Congress to sponsor and sup- 

‘port legislation based on sig- 
nificant Hoover Commission 
proposals. We can be proud of 
the efforts of these conscient- 
ious legislators”. 

The Citizens Committee, a 
voluntary, bipartisan organi- 
zation, is conducting a nation- 
wide educational program in 
support of the Commission’s 
recommendations. The Com 
mission was headed by former 
President Herbert Hoover, who 
estimates that $5 billion a year 
can be trimmed from Federal 
costs if the Commission’s 314 
proposals are adopted.

How Insirance Rates Are Set 


Ingurance rates for a particular 
futo coverage vary all over the 
lot. A New York businessman (to 
take an extreme case) may pay 
$45 for a single insurance cover- 
age that costs a Pennsylvania 
farmer only $15. At that, the New 
Yorker may be getting a bargain. 

How are such auto rates set? 
They are set by the risks you run. 
Using a lot of tables, charts and 
statistics the rate-makers put a 
price tag on your risks—consider- 
ing three things mainly: the price 
of your caz, the territory you live 
in, and whether or not you have a 
“youthful driver” in the family. 

If you drive a Cadillac, your 
fenders will cost more to repair 
than Ford fenders. This means 
your rates for collision yd cgn- 

rehensive insurance imust be 
higher. 

The territory you live in affects 
both your collision and your lia- 
bility rates. If the accident rate in 
your territory is high, your insur- 
ance rates are pegged higher all 
around because all your driving 
risks are greater—risks to your- 
self, your car, to other people and 
their property. Different territor- 
les show different auto repair 
costs, too, and they are reflected 
in the price of all your auto coy- 
erages, 

For drivers under 25 most com- 
panies charge liability rates that 
are nearly double the regular 
adult rate. The rate-makers’ tables 
show ;that untrained youthful 
drivers, as a group, have about 
twice as many fatal accidents as 
other age groups. , 

Two other factors affect liabi!- 
ity rates. If you don’t drive your 
var for business pur » your 
rate is somewhat reduced: Iso, ' 
some companies give a reduced 
rate if you drive less than, say, 


1,500 miles a year.
